U.S. Hams Assist San Salvador Quake Survivors 

A strong earthquake measuring 5.4 on the Richter scale (and seven or eight 
aftershocks) leveled portions of San Salvador, the capital city of El Salvador in Central 
America. The main tremor struck at mid-day on Friday, October 10th, and lasted only 10 
seconds. Nearly 1,000 have been confirmed dead —- thousands more homeless and injured. Over 
150 were killed in one ten story building alone. 

The Salvadoran quake was similar to the Mexico City earthquake a year ago, but 
weaker. Earthquakes are not new to Central America. They have endured many. Five 
thousand were killed in neighboring Nicaragua in 1972; 23,000 in the 1976 Guatemalan quake. 

The first word of the disaster came from San Salvador's Eduardo Recinos, YSIRN (who 
had an emergency generator) at 2:05 PM (Florida time) — only 16 minutes after the tremor 
hit. Rafael Estevez, WA4ZZG, activated the Miami-based SIRA (Sociedad Internacional De 
Radio Aficionados, Inc.) 20-meter emergency network at 2:15 PM on 14.155 MHz. It has been 
staffed around the clock since. There were other networks and amateurs assisting with 
welfare traffic, but probahly 95% was passed via SIRA — almost all in Spanish. 

The quake immediately cut off all utilties. San Salvadorans had no water, no 
electricity .. no communications. Amateur radio became the major means of internal 
telecommunications. Two-meter nets operated at the San Salvador airport. Active in San 
Salvador was YSIRN, also YSIJEC, YSLAJ, YSIMGV, YSI1PA and others. YSIRN was perhaps 
the most active and ran medical phone patches to the U.S. Diplomatic traffic was passed to 
Washington via ham radio. While there are many U.S. amateur radio stations willing to assist, 
a severe lack of YS stations exists. 

Nearly every Miami radio and television station appeared at the SIRA net contral 
station attempting to get news first hand. Raphael said CNN (the Cahle News Network) 
offered him $35 per report. He gave the reports but refused the money. Seven Salvadoran 
mayors touring the United States were able to talk back to their country thanks to SIRA. 

Additional net frequencies were set up to help with the health and welfare traffic. 
SIRA has about 10 amateurs staffing the networks at one time. Callers can get information 
about their loved ones via a special phone number (305-445-3737) located at SIRA. Lists of 
victims were relayed to other U.S. cities (Chicago, Los Angeles, New York and others) known 
to have a substantial Salvadoran population. SIRA has "stacks" of inquiries from around the 
nation. 

In an effort to improve communications, Raphael/WA4ZZG and six other U.S. amateur 
operators are now in San Salvador. They left Miami on Friday, October 18th — flown by a 
Salvadoran charter airline at Salvadoran expense. They took HF gear with them. Unlike 
Mexico, El Salvador has a reciprocal licensing arrangement with the United States allowing 
American amateurs to operate there with government approvaL 

The objective is to establish a U.S. operated direct amateur radio link to San Salvador 
to reduce the more than 2,000 inquiries that SIRA has received about Salvadoran loved ones. 

Amateur radio has made the media headlines once again. In times of catastrophe, and 
when all else fails, the world turns to the ham radio operator.

Two 
of the options are much more strict that present voluntary standards. The third is equivalent 
to the American National Standards Institute recommendation, ANSI standard C.95.1/1982 and 
the fourth option is nonregulatory, consisting of public awaremess programs and the like. The 
guidelines would directly affect only government entitities. Separate action by the Federal 
Communications Commission would still be necessary to impose the standard on FCC 
licensees after it is adopted AR

The major upsurge of solar activity that began in mid October is now largely 
dissipated. From a peak of 99 on October 20, the flux was back to 73 on November 9, and 
the sun was devaid of spots. Japanese signals were still plentiful on 21 Mhz as this was being 
written, at sunset time in Florida, on the 9th, but 28 Mhz had been quiet for two days, except 
for the ever present north south openings. Even these were short with signal strengths far 
down from a few days ago. 

By about the 13th we should know if the new cycle outburst of October is going to 
repeat this month. A special bulletin will be issued if conditions warrant. There was a 
fairly severe geomagnetic disturbance October 13 to 15, which may be with us again about 
November 10 to 12. The November solar flux peak if there is to be one should come about the 
20th. The best propagation of the entire month is expected about November 20 through 23. 

This is the traditional peak time for DX in the Northern Hemisphere. Just 40 years ago 
November 24, the author had the good fortune to be the United States end of the first ever 
Transatlantic QSOs on 50 Mhz. We do not expect anything of that nature for at least two 
more years, in the new sunspot cycle. 

American sunspot numbers for October 30 through November 5 were between 22 and 38 
with a mean of 29.3. AR

FCC Denies 6-Meter Computer Class 
The Don Stoner, W6TNS, proposal (assigned RM-5241 last December) to reallocate 2 


megahertz in the 6 meter ham band to public personal computer interconnection has been 
denied and dismissed by the FCC. 

The petition was dismissed on the grounds that the band that was asked from just isn't 
available for the kind of use requested. Six meters is an amateur band and the FCC did not 
feel that they had the discretion to put a different service, other than amateur, in this 
spectrum. Stoner had suggested a general public service with no amateur license required. 

His idea for a Public Digital Radio Service (PDRS) invalved the use of a packet radio 
ciruit to link the nation's microcomputer users. 

The fact that Stoner had suggested a non-amateur service on amateur spectrum was a 
fatal shortcoming. The ITU countries agreed at the WARC-79 that the 50.0 to 54.0 MHz band 
would be solely allocated in Region 2 to the Amateur Service. 

The FCC did say, however, that they are still looking for a place to put a computer 
hobbyist service — an unlicensed (or at least no-code) service for computerists to 
intercommunicate keyboard to keyboard via radio. 

In arder to stimulate that discussion the FCC did suggest that other bands be looked at 
including the 902 to 928 MHz amateur band. The FCC's Ray Kowalski said that "We are not 
saying that this is where is should be ... or that such action is planned. If the allocation is 
right and if the technology is possible, this band is a possibility." 

"We are hoping that we are not being coy with the public in suggesting another band 
that is equally useless, but we would like to see if someone would like to do some research on 
that and see if there is a theory under which it could be done in that or any other band which 
meets all of the objectives without some af the shortcomings." 

The FCC Commissioners did recognize that a Computerist Hobby Class should be 
revisited when they dismissed 'no-code'. "We are trying to keep the faith with what we said 
before," Ray said. "Much of the favorable impetus for having at least one class af code-free 
license still exists and we are still looking to see where that might be accomodated." 

The 902 to 928 MHz band is a shared band. Footnote 707 to the WARC accord reads 
"In Region 2 this band is designated for industrial, scientific and medical (ISM) applications. 
Radiocommunication services operating in this band must accept harmful interference which 
may be caused by these applications." The 902-928 MHz band is not exclusively an amateur 
allocation. 

Kowalski said that you have more flexibility with a band where the ground nules are 
that you must accept any interference you might encounter. "This is one of the principal 
things we are considering. There is no specific band that is allocated to a service where this 
(personal computer-to-computer radio communication) would fit. You run into eligibility 
problems in the land mobile service and qualification problems in the amateur service. 
Perhaps in a shared ISM band there are some tradeoffs — that if the users do not mind the 
interference potentials — they might be able to get some use out of it."

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Ham Radio Proposal for Manned Space Station 
According to the Amateur Satellite Report, the biweekly AMSAT member newsletter, 


representatives of NASA, AMSAT and the ARRL met in San Diego at the ARRL National 
Convention to Jay the groundwork for a permanent amateur radio presence aboard the NASA 
Space Shuttle. The manned space station is due to be launched in 1995. 

The kickoff meeting was organized by Roy Neal, K6DUE, recently retired from NBC 
News. In attendance from AMSAT was president Vern Riportella, WA2LQQ and Vice President 
for Manned Space Operations, Bill Tynan, W3X0O. The League was represented by president 
Larry Price, W4RA, and Dave Sumner, K12ZZ, its Executive Vice President. NASA's Dr. Tony 
England, WOORE co-hosted the meeting along with Roy. 

A working group headed up by amateurs from the Radio Amateur Satellite Corporation 
was organized to work up a proposal to be presented to NASA next year. An outline of the 
proposal is deadlined for November lst. The proposal will look toward amateur radio being 
built into the space vehicle rather than being added later. The League may assume 
management of the project once it reaches a more advanced level. The project is being 
tagged the SSAR program, Space Station Amateur Radio. 

I talked to Tony England, WOORE, this past weekend. "The first six months of the 
activity will be devoted to determining what we would really like to do. Once we understand 
that better, it will become clearer who should take the leadership on it ... but it will 
definitely be a combination of ARRL, AMSAT and the various amateur radio clubs at NASA 
centers." 

"There are three objectives of the SSAR program. The first is recreational radio for 
people on board who may be in space for half a year or more at a time. The second is that 
those folks on board won't be able to use it all the time and it is a hig investment for the 
amateur community to support it. We want it to be available on some kind of automatic mode 
to amateurs on the ground ...such as an OSCAR or repeater mode. That is not clear yet." 

"The third objective is the one that I am most excited about. It invalves expanding the 
amateur community's definition of service radio. That is to supply an education service in 
local communitities ... particularly to schools. What we are talking about is two-way voice 
and at least one-way fast scan TV from the station through an amateur satellite to a mobile 
van of some kind that can be loaned to local clubs. Retired amateurs who have time during 
the day would set this up in a local school room and carry on two way classes with science 
students in a small town some place with the crew on board the space craft." 

Tony said that he felt a permanent Amateur Radio presence on the space station would 
also be instrumental in persuading youngsters to pursue scientific, mathematic and engineering 
careers. Tony would like to be one of the astronauts aboard the Space Station. "It is 
certainly conceivable, but this is something that is eight or nine years away. ...There is a 
great interest among the astronaut corps in the amateur radio concept." 

"We even held a Novice Class this summer for six astronauts to try to get new 
amateurs. I didn't teach the class, but I organized it. We ended up getting only one 
additional one, Ken Cameron - a new astronaut. He is now working on his General Class. He 
got his Novice during mid-summer. The reason that the others went on to other things is that 
they were not sure than anything was ever going to come of it (amateur radio on the Space 
Station)." 

"The pressures on the astronaut groups also kept them at the Cape (Kennedy) and 
Washington - so we didn't keep five of them. They also were more interested in using 
amateur radio from space than amateur radio on its own. think that if there is some 
assurance that amateur radio will be included in the Space Station you will see a whale lot 
of folks (astronauts) getting licenses."

Both Tony and Owen Garriott/W5LFL before him are Advanced Class amateurs. FCC 
rules require an Extra Class license to transmit from space. I asked Tony's opinion on that. 

"It is not required that astronauts know the Morse Code. Is is not very important for 
an astronaut to know the Morse Code." 

"I think astronauts should be amateurs to use amateur facilities from space. There 
should not be any special permission that allows them to operate on amateur frequencies 
without being amateurs. I know of no earthly reason ... or 'spacely' reason for that matter ... 
why an Extra class license should be required, however, to transmit from space. 

"I think the code is an important communication mode, but I don't really believe it 
Should be so central to amateur licensing." Tony said he would be getting an Extra Class 
license "when I get my code speed up. I enjoy CW, but it is hard to find the time to do it. 
When I worked HF I did about half CW. I would be in favor of having part of the (ham) bands 
digital ar code and preserving parts of the bands that different classes could use without code 
knowledge." 

"IT am concerned about the importance that the amateur community places on an Extra 
Class license and the perception of incoming amateurs of that importance. If I am a new 
person starting and I know a lot about electrical engineering and everyone is telling me that 
the highest honer in Amateur Radio goes to someone that can send code at 20 wards per 
minute, I would begin to wonder where are their priorities? What is this amateur radio really 
about?" 

"I think there ought to be alternate ways that if someone excels in certain areas that 
are recognized as important to amateur radio and can demonstrate that through an exam .. or 
whatever .. they should earn the high honor of being an Extra Class. If it is important to 
limit certain parts of the band from certain kinds of communicating ...well that is not invalved 
with licensing, that is invalved with what technique you can use on that part of the band. 

Owen Garriott/W5LFL holds a PhD. in Hlectrical Engineering but because he only 
copies 13 WPM qualifies only for the Advanced Class license. Every astronaut thus far has 
had to obtain a waiver to operate from space because he couldn't copy 20 wards per minute. 

Tony England, a geophysicst, has now assumed the lead amateur NASA astronaut role 
now that Dr. Owen Garriott, W5LFL, has retired from NASA. England works in such areas as 
Signal processing and systems analysis. Much of his research has been in radar...remote 
sensing...radio wave propagation. "This is very close to amateur radio," he commented. 

To the question how assured are we of having the Space Station, Tony responded, "I 
think it is a 'for sure' for the mid-1990's. We are trying to use the President's directive 
which is to have a permanent manned Space Station in a decade. He said that in 1984. We 
are interpreting that to mean that we want at least a part of the Space Station to be 
permanently manned in space by 1994. This menas that we must start putting the elements up 
in 1993. The deadling is somewhat ‘artificial’. It is not like a planetary mission that must 
launch at a specific time. It is a presidential decision and we are taking it very seriously." 

"I think the chances of having a permanent amateur radio station on the the Space 
Station are very good ... particularly in the service mode. Chuck Biggs, KC5RG, of NASA's 
public affairs office, will be working on the initial definition phase. He is very enthused 
about it. NASA also recognizes its educational function in its charted and the education 
affice is also very supportive. We are just in the formative stages but there is considerable 
enthusiasm for the concept." 

Even though NASA is not in the commercial payload business any more, Tony said that 
he didn't think that would have any effect on amateur radio. "Amateur radio is considered a 
science payload. The pressure has not been reduced on science. There is a reasonable chance 
that the next amateur radio payload will be on ASTRO-1 — a Spacelab type mission due to fly 
in late '88 or '89. It will have telescopes to look at the stars."

Mexico crash of August 31, 
cious jamming! The following is a quote: 


Now to the other problem noted 
during this emergency: wanton and 
malicious interference to communications 
on the N6ME repeater during the 
emergency relief effort. You would 
think that in as tragic a situation as 
this even the worst of the nut cases 
would have some respect for the dead and 
dying. Well, in any area where jammers 
consider themselves to be an elite 
corps, and where everything has been 
tried--including prison terms—to end 
jamming with only a modicum of success, 
what can you expect. I have long 
maintained that the real key to ending 
the problem is to never permit "a 
certain amount of jamming” to become the 
accepted norm. Well, in the Los Angeles 
area, accepting a certain amount of 
interference appears to have become an 
acceptable standard of operation on the 
two-meter band, and it's certainly the 
main reason I spend very little of my 
time in Los Angeles on two meters. On 
the other VHF and UHF bands, no level of 
malicious interference is tolerated, and 
the rumor mills run rampant with stories 
of why "this jammer or that is now 
hospitalized." In fact, it's rather 
reminiscient of two-meter FM in New York 
City in the late 1960s. For the 
pacifists out there, I am not condoning 
violence. In fact, I cannot even say 
for certain that it has taken place. 
Maybe it's just all rumor and innuendo 
started to keep the fanatic fringe in 
its place. Whatever it is it works. 

But that's 220, 450, and other 
bands, not two-meter FM in Los Angeles. 
So, it was almost with amazement that I 
heard a transmission similar to this: 
"This is W6XXX mobile. I'm parked 
outside the home of NX6XXX and he is 
jamming the emergency communications." 
A definite statement of fact from a 
member of a T-hunt team. Not one of

with you jammers, and we are just not 
going to take it anymore! See you in 
court, jammer. It's about time. 


Will it come to this in Cleveland? 
--hopefully not. A "certain amount of 
jamming" is simply not to be tolerated. 
None of the people who have been caught have 
claimed they didn't know it was illegal, but 
they all were surprised to caught. They 
just didn't think they could be found! Some 
of them are members of the affected clubs. 
That means they get the newsletters and are 
reading this. That also means that some of 
the "prospective" jammers are reading this. 
Good! Maybe they will get the message. 


If you have been causing malicious 
interference or making unidentified 
transmissions chances are you are being 
monitored! Just because you haven't noticed 
any trackers in your locale doesn't mean no 
one knows about you. Unlike the situation 
in L.A., there is no intention to start 
branding violators or revealing them in any 
way. But evidence is being compiled and 
sooner or later action will be taken. The 
extent of that action depends on the deeds 
and attitude of the operator. If you have a 
problem because you don't like a certain 
ham's operating habits, or some club rule, 
Or operation, call the president or a 
trustee. You may be surprised to find you 
are not alone in that opinion! --but you 
will find out why things are the way they 
are, and see that jamming is not the answer. 
Heck, if you don't think you'll get a decent 
answer from the officers of a certain club, 
then call an officer of a different club! 
You will find that clubs don't always agree 
with each others’ policy, but they know how 
to coexist, so there is always someone who 
can give you ideas how to cope with a 
problem.

AERO MEXICO CRASH 


ARES preparedness in Orange 
County, California, was put to a 
test on Sunday, August 31. An 
Aero Mexico DC-9 jet on approach 
to Los Angeles International Air- 
port collided with a single-engine 
Piper aircraft in the skies over 
Buena Park, a Los Angeles sub- 
urb. Both aircraft plummeted to 
the ground in the adjacent city of 
Cerritos. The OC-9 fell into a hous- 
ing development, while the small- 
er aircraft crashed into a nearby 
schoolyard. All passengers and 
crew on the Aero Mexico jet and 
the three people in the Piper were 
killed. More people died as burn- 
ing debris from the DC-9 de- 
stroyed 17 homes. 

Amateur radio’s involvement 
began when an official alert was 
called, activating the Orange 
County Red Cross and the Or- 
ange County Amateur Radio 
Emergency Service. ARES was to 
provide primary communications 
for Red Cross relief efforts. Using 
the facilities of the N6ME repeater 
on 145.40 MHz, the Red Cross 
Santa Ana Chapter amateur sta- 
tion WB6QDG was activated and 
it soon became the hub of Red 
Cross relief activities. Amateurs 
equipped with two-meter mobile 
and hand-held gear were dis- 
patched by radio to the disaster 
site to coordinate communica- 
tions for Red Cross operations. 
They also aided the communica- 
tions of other disaster agencies. 
The operators performed like a 
well-oiled machine, proving again 
the value of regular emergency 
drill sessions. It appears as if two 
dozen or more Orange County 
ARES members were called into 
service before net management 
was transferred to the Long 
Beach Red Cross chapter office. 
Ancillary communications used 
the facilities of the KC6K 146.97 
repeater in nearby Anaheim. 

About an hour after activation, 
Net Control WB6QDG put out a 
call for mobile and portable pack- 
et stations. They were desperate- 
ly needed at the crash site to han- 
dle high volume written traffic. 
With none initially available in the 
immediate area, hams from fur- 
ther away offered their services.

One was a mobile packet station 
in a recreational vehicle in River- 
side some 75 miles from the 
crash. The other was an operator 
with a battery-powered porta- 
packet system in Pasadena. One 
was ordered to the Santa Ana Red 
Cross chapter building and the 
other to the disaster site. As word 
of the disaster filtered down to 
the digital community, local pack- 
et stations joined the traffic net. 
One of the few prablems noted 
was that poor communications 
exist between the digital and 
analog factions of the local ama- 
teur community. We were told that 
most digital enthusiasts spend lit- 
tle or no time monitoring local 
voice communication. Several 
people have already told Westlink 
that this situation will quickly be 
corrected. 

Even in a time of disaster, the 
southern California kook corps 
had to come out of their ratholes 
and add to the grief. During the 
emergency communications on 
the N6ME repeater, there were 
several incidents of malicious in- 
terference. The nef control and 
the operators ignored the jam- 
ming and most of the interference 
disappeared after what appeared 
to be T-Hunt teams gave the 
names and callsigns of the al- 
leged jammers over the air. May- 
be this is the only way to handle 
the spoilers. 


Analysis 


! first heard about the mid- 
air collision from Joe Merdiler 
N6AHU. A quick call to the news- 
room of the television station 
where | work confirmed that the 
accident had taken place, and | 
quickly tuned to CNN Headline 
News to see if they had any further 
word. Nothing there. but KCBS 
had interrupted norma! program- 
ming and already had live pictures 
from the crash scene. Almost im- 
mediately | saw a ham talking into 
an FT-208R. Ham radio was on 
the scene as a part of the rescue 
and relief effort. 

ARAL Division Director Fried 
Heyn WA6WZO has spent a lot of 
time in building up a functional 
ARES operation in the Orange 
County area. Fried had started the 
job long before he was elected a 
League Director. The Orange 
County group nas their operation 
down to an exact science. A few 
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phone cails confirmed that it was 
Orange County ARES that had 
been activated to provide ancillary 
communications to the Red 
Cross. | learned the frequencies in 
use from April Moell WA6OPS. 
Being separated from the activity 
by a pair of mountain ranges, | 
plugged the numbers of the N6ME 
system into a private UHF remote 
base and began to listen and 
record. 

What! heard made me proud to 
be a ham. The hams aiding the 
Red Cross relief operation utilized 
a minimum amount of talk to 
transfer a maximum amount of vi- 
tal information. You could tell that 
the uperators had spent therr drill 
hours wisely. Their performance 
was all but flawless, proving once 
again the value of regular training 
exercises. However, this tragedy 
did point up two important nega- 
tives that require discussion. 


Problem 1 


The first problem was obtaining 
packet stations locally for dis- 
patch to the disaster area and the 
relief coordination sites. As those 
of you who read last August’s is- 
sue of 73 are aware, a vast net- 
work of packet operation has its 
own hub in the Los Angeles/Or- 
ange County area. In fact, packet 
is the fastest growing mode of am- 
ateur communication in Califor- 
nia. There are thousands of pack- 
eteers already on the air, and 
hundreds of new stations are 
coming to the mode every week. 
So why, with ail of this activity, 
should there be any problem in 
obtaining operators and gear? 

The answer can be summed up 
in one word: specialization. As 
explained to me by fellow 73 
columnist Harold Price NK6K, the 
“digital folks’’ and the ‘‘analog 
folks’’ have no common meeting 
ground. That is, the digital com- 
munity spends little if any time 
monitoring any local voice com- 
munications, and voice-only oper- 
ators who have no packet gear 
have no way to communicate with 
the digital-only groups. You can 
see why a problem with obtaining 
instant portable and mobile pack- 
et stations might arise. Harold 
feels that this problem can easily 
be overcome with a simple ex- 
change of phone numbers, but 
| feel it has to go a lot further 
than that. 

If packet radio is as important in 
emergency service work as it ap- 
pears, then it is a must that all 
ARES groups have all their mem- 
bers packet-equioped—or if thisis 
not economically feasible they 


should develop a second, parallel 
“Digital ARES Network’’ by either 
absorbing or utilizing the services 
of an existing packet group. This 
means that an NCS or other indi- 
vidual in a position of responsibili- 
ty must be equipped with both dig- 
ital and analog gear, and have the 
ability to operate both simulta- 
neously or through a second, par- 
allel NCS. 

The overwhelming need for 
packet in the aftermath of this 
disaster is definitely an indicator 
of things to come, and while pack- 
et will never completely replace 
voice, the latter may soon become 
subservient to the former in sit- 
uations where a high volume of 
written traffic takes place. The 
only variable is the human typing 
the traffic into the terminal or the 
computer. 

Even though | am not yet active 
on packet, | am convinced that it 
will become the backbone of local, 
regional, national, and interna- 
tional traffic interchange within 
only a few short years. The digital 
transponder on board the new 
Japanese amateur satellite, Fuji 
(which the AMSAT folks call 
Japan OSCAR 12), is only a sam- 
ple of what’s to come. | am willing 
to say that packet will be the key 
that fits the coffin marked ‘Morse 
code.”” Packet will lock and even— 
tually bury that box forever. 

Red Cross and RACES teke 
note. Packet is not the “wave of 
the future.’’ Rather, it’s the “wave 
of the present,” and it’s the most 
logical answer to your high- 
volume written communications 
needs. If you are not equipped 
with it, it’s time to get your act in 
gear. If you have been awaiting 
proof of need, that proof is now 
here. An emergency phone-up list 
of available local packeteers can 
only be a temporary expedient. 
For packet to become a fully func- 
tional part of emergency commu- 
nications, its operators must in- 
volve themselves in ongoing 
weekly training exercises, and an 
integrated radio call-up system 
must be developed that alerts the 
digital folks of a communications 
need at the same time that it gives 
this alert to the voice communica- 
tions people.

spend very little of my time in Los 
Angeles on two meters. On the 
other VHF and UHF bands, no lev- 
el of malicious interference is tol 
erated, and the rumor mills run 
rampant with stories of why ‘‘this 
jammer or that is now hospital- 
ized."’ In fact, it’s rather reminis- 
cent of two-meter FM in New York 
City in the late 1960s. For the 
pacifists out there, | am not con- 
doning violence. In fact, | cannot 
even Say for certain that it has tak- 
en place. Maybe it’s just all rumor 
and innuendo started to keep the 
fanatic fringe in its place. Whatev- 
er it is, it works. 


But that’s 220, 450, and other 
bands, not two-meter FM in Los 
Angeles. So, it was almost with 
amazement that | heard a trans- 
mission similar to this: ‘This is

W6XXX mobile. I’m parked out- 
side the home of NX6XXX and he 
is jamming the emergency com- 
munications.”’ A definite state- 
ment of fact from a member of a 
T-Hunt team. Not one of those ‘“‘! 
think it’s NX6XXX” type transmis- 
sions from a base station 30 miles 
away. And the result? Silence 
from the jamming station. | can 
only hope that what this is really 
saying is: ‘‘We in southern Califor- 
nia have had it with you jammers, 


and we are just not going to take it 
anymore! See you in court, jam- 
mer.”’ It’s about time. 


Fuji 


There is a rather interesting 
aside happening between AM- 
SAT and the Japan Amateur Ra- 
dio League. It’s not a knockdown, 
drag-out fight, but nevertheless 
it’s taking place and it’s over the 
name of the newest amateur 
satellite. Before its successful 
launch in August, we all knew the 
bird by the same name. It was 
called JAS-1. Some places wrote 
the name as ‘‘Jazz-One,”’ but at 
least everyone was content with 
the one name. On August 12, that 
all changed. From JARL HQ in 
Tokyo | received the following 
telex message: ‘The H-1 rocket 
carrying the first Japanese Ama- 
teur Satellite JAS-1 has success- 
fully lifted off at 20:45 UTC 12 Au- 
gust 1986 from the Tanegashima 
Space Flight Center.” A few hours 
and several telex messages later, 
the following confirmation of suc- 
cess reached the Westlink news- 
room, reading in part: “...new 
born satellite JAS-1 was named 
‘Fuji’ by JARL today. Please cail it 
‘Fuji’ from nowon. . .Shozo Hara, 
President - JARL.” 


That seemed simple enough. 
The JARL and its associated orga- 
nizations designed, built, and or- 
bited the bird, so as far as | was 
concerned it was theirs to name 
as they pleased. Why should any- 
one want to interfere? | really 
don’t know the answer, but you 
might want to ask AMSAT since 
they insist on calling Fuji ‘Japan 
OSCAR 12,” or more simply ‘‘JO- 
12." This apparently upset the 
Japanese more than a bit, and 
probably accounted for the de- 
layed but emphatic follow-up telex 
bearing the Fuji designation. 

Anyhow, the AMSAT folks ap- 
pear to be adamant that they will 
be the ones giving Fuji its name, 
and as of September 1, 1986, the 
name that AMSAT is sticking with 
is JO-12. AMSAT’s Amateur 
Satellite Report of this date fails to 
take note of the JARL preference 
for the Fuji designation. Who will 
eventually win this low-key inter- 
national battle of the satellite 
name? In this case, I'll put my 
money on the Japanese. After all, 
it is their satellite, and they should 
be permitted to call it anything that 
they want. Who knows, maybe by 
the time you read this the satellite 
will have a single and accepted 
moniker. @
